David Mims and Mrs. Hunter Woodward; and we elected Junior Ellis, President; Warren 
Brubaker, Vice-President; Mary Lee Gander, Secretary; Shirley Sours, Treasurer, and 
Pat Sampsell, Reporter. The-high light of our Junior year was when we received our 
class rings in February. To climax our third session, we presented a Jr.-Sr, Prom in honor 
of the Seniors. 


Taking our honored places as Senior statesmen, our co-sponsors were Miss Lena 
Martha Bohannon and Miss Annie Pierce. For our governing body we elected Warren Bru- 
baker, President; Allen Campbell, Vice-President; Mary Lee Gander, Secretary; Dorothy 
High, Treasurer; and Martha Higgs, Reporter. For our Football King and Queen, we elect- 
ed Vernon Holmes and Janet Good, and for our Homecoming Queen, Dorothy High. In the 
fall, we attended football games at Charlottesville and Bridgewater. All the Seniors and 
their dates were entertained at a Christmas dance at the Mimslyn Hotel. In the spring we 
presented a most enjoyable Senior Play, "It's A Great Life", on April 15 and 16, The high 
lights of the Senior year were the Jr.-Sr. Prom, "Neptune's Court", which the Juniors gave 
in our honor on April 1; and the Senior trip to New York City in May. The conclusion of 
our year was the Commencement service in June.
